Aving by the Weekly occurrences of your pro- 
i} ceedings, not onely taken notice of the weigh- 
T — which you have of late choſen to be 
¶ ce ſubject of your Debates, ſuch as never any 
Councell in this Kingdome are known to have 
= taken into their cognizance, or conſideration ; 
but withall, diſcern'd the cheerfull and hoſpitable reception of 
one meane Perſons advice, which pretended to have reccived 
ſome counſell from God to communicate to you: And having 
alſo as ſincere a deſire and zeale to your good, ( teſtified by my 
daily prayersto God, that he wil incline your hearts to 
of true Chriſtian meckneſſe and charity) and conſequently, as 
deep an intereſt in the due management of your Aﬀaires, as a+ 
ny others; and as great an aſſurance, that what I ſhall ſay to you, 
proceeds from a petceable,and an bumble ſpiritzand which tends 
more immediately to your welfare, and honour, both before 
God and man, than any thi — knowne of late — 
been repreſented to you: And laſily, having a 
the — my bloud, whoſe eternall — be very 
deare and pretious to me; I am in the feare of God, and the 
ion and diſcharge of my duty and conſcience, deſitous 
te make this ſhort add reſſe to you, to deſire you, in the name, 
and in the bowels of Pe (Irilt, and by all the obligations of 
Chciſtran duty and Charity, co review ſome of the principles by 
which you ſcam to be ated, and whereon to ground the high en- 
terpriſcs which you have now in hand. - 
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And 1. whereas you ſeem to believe, that God _w_ Plrit 
bath put it into your hearts to di bat hitherto you fave dene. 
and What now you profeſſe to deliberate to doe further againſt 
His Majcſty,and all others, who are no fallen into your hands; 
I beſcech you to conſider in the preſence of that God, to whoſe 
directions and Spirit you pretend, what ſafe ground you have 
for ſo doing. For, I ſhall ſuppoſe chat the plaine words of Scrip. 
ture are not that voice of the Spirit which is your onely guide in 
this matter: or if it be, I deſire that Charity from you for my 
ſelfe and others, that you will point us out thoſe Scriptures :-and 
I mult profeſſe to believe you bound in duty to God, and man, 
and to your ſelves, to ſatisfie this defire, to produce that voice of 
the Spirit in the received Scriptures of God, which may ſay that 
to other Chriſtians alſo which it appeares to doe to you. But if 
Gods Spirit be by you conceived to have ſpoken to yourany o- 
ther way than in, or by ſome part of the written Word; then 
my ſecond requeſt is, that you will declare to others the ground 
of this your perſwaſion, that you have received any ſuch Nevela- 
tion from God ; that ſo that pretended Spirit may according to 
the rules preſcribed by God in his acknowledged Word be tried 
and examined regularly, whether it be of God, or no? before the 
ſubjeRt-matrer of ſuch Revelation be believed infallible, or ac- 
cordingly built upon by you as your warrant or principle of a- 
ing any thing. For, there are evi Spirits that come into the 
world, and which many times are by God permitted to ſeduce 
men, and that they may doe ſo the better, they conſtantly pre- 
tend to come from God, and aſſume divine Authority to recom- 
mend and authorize their deluſions; (a thing ſo ordinary in all 
Ages, that the Poet that would expreſſe the Imbroyling of a 
Kingdome, thinks he cannot doe it better then by bringing in 
Aletto, a Fury, with a Meſſage from Heaven, to avenge ſuch or 
ſuch an injury.) And of theſe our Saviour forewarns us, and tells 
us, that We ſhall kyow them by their fruits; and ſo directs us to 
judge of the truth of their pretenſions by the goodneſſe and 
commendableneſſe, at leaſt, juſtifiablenefſe of their ations, and 
not to judge of their «ions by pans And beſides theſe 


evill pirits from without, there is alſo an ev ſpirit within, a great 
deale of diſguiſed wickedneſſe in the heart of man, which: when 
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it remaines unmortified in thoſe who believe themſelves to be 
Gods choſen Saints, and taught by him, is very apt to be miſtaken 
for an inclination of Gods Spirit, and a flame of zeale, when it is 
really the moſt contrary to it: and becauſe there is ſo much dan- 
ger, that what is not fetcht from the acknowledged Word of 
God, may thus flow from one of theſe contrary principles: my 
next requeſt is, that it be conſidered, whether when an e Angel 
from Heaven, in caſe he ſhould teach any ether Doftrine, than what 
had been by Saint Paul preached to his Galathians, were to be an. 
thematized, and when the judgments are ſo fearfull, which arc 
pronounced - againſt them which ball adde to the Words of that 
Propheſie, which we now reteine under the title of the Apocalyps 
or Revelation (which being the liſt Writing which is knowne to 
be dictated by the Spirit, may very probably conteine a ſevere 
denuntiation againſt all thoſe, who pretend to any Revelation or 
Propheſie after that, concerning the Chriſtian Church) whetker 
I ſay it be not a matter of fear and juſt apprehenſion, to all thoſe, 
who ſhall affix or impoſe upon the Spirit of God (or pretend to 
be revealed to them from that) any matter of Doctrine or Pra- 
ctice, which acknowledges not the Spirit of God ſpeaking in the 
Scripture for its onely warrant or foundation. Or laſtly, if from 
the Scriptures you conceive it may be proved, that any part of 
the Union mentioned there ſo farre belongs to you, that it ſhall 
ſurely lead yon into all truth: then firlt, I beſeech you to conſider, 
whether you doe not oblige your ſelves by the ſame, or ſome o- 
ther Scripture to prove to others ( and not onely your ſelves to 
be perſwaded ) that you are thoſe ſpeciall Saints of God, to 
whom that priviledge peculiarly belongs, and as clearly to de- 
monſtrate that all others who conceive that that Union teaches 
them directly the contrary/to that which you profeſſe to be 
taught by it, are impious Perſons poſſeſt with that deluding Spi- 
rit, which I now [tr es to beware of. And ſecondly, to exa- 
mine whether this differencing of your ſelves from others, this 
bearing witneſſe to your ſelves, and judging others ( beſide that 
it will looke like an act of moſt Phar;/aicall preſumption, and the 
very thing, which from Simon Magus downward, hath been ob- 
ſerved in all Hereticks, calling themſelves te Spirizzad, andalb 
others Animal, canal Hen) will not be alſo a great — 
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this time toward them who pretend not to learne . 


from this Uaction, but what they receive from the Doctrine of 
the Goſpel, in thoſe Books, which have in effect, and in the laſt 
reſult, the teſtimony of God from Heaven, that they are his ttu: 


infallible Word, and dictate of his Spirit; and which defire 


to make no other uſe of this to their owne advantage, but onely 
ropreſerve them in a quiet poſſeſſion of what hy Law belongs to 
them, and a capacity of making good their Allegiance to Him, to 
whom they have often by Law been required to ſweare it. 

A ſecond principle which I muſt deſire you to review, is that, 
upon which you conclude that God hath borne teſtimony to 
your Cauſe by the many Victoties which he hath given you: this 
concluding of yours, firſt, proceeds upon a premile directly falſe 
in matter of fact. For, you ſay that the King by taking up Armes 
made His appeale to Heaven,which tis moſt certain that He never 
did, (but onely uſed a ſtrength which God put in his hands to 
repell them, whom He look'd on as His Subjects declining theit 
duty to Him, and invading the ſctled Lawes, and never referred 
the right of the Cauſe to be judged by the ſucceſſe of His Armes) 
nor indeed could rationally have occafion to doe fo, any more 
than any one of you would make fuch appeale, when a violent 
Pcrſon ſhould invade, what you conceive to be your undoubted 
tight ; nor could He religiouſly, ot Chriſtianly have done this, 
when thoſe Lawes that allow'd of ſuch appeales by Ordeale, or 
Duel, and the like, have been juſtly cenſured as unchriſtian and 
barbarous. Nay fecondly, this concluding of yours will by the 
fame reaſon infer char Chrillianity is not, and chat Mahumetiime 
is the true Religion, becauſe when the Turkes aſſerted one, and 
the Greek Church the other, and that difference ta Warre 
betwixt them, tis cleare that the Tarkes were ſucceſofull, and che 
Greeke Chuech was molt ſadly waſted and fabdued by them, and 
ſo remaineth to this houre in chat unreturtrd Captivity. Which 
will therefore be a fir nity to make you revert to the try» 
ing of that Spirit(which incſimes you thus to argue) by this touch

from all blame, but alſo to pretend to demonſtrate the honowy and 
worth of them, and to lift them up to an ui pitch, not onely, 1. 
of a bl. ſſed viftory ( the higheſt that Chriſtians are appointed to 
aſpire to) of ov ercomming evill by deing good: but 2. of calling to 
mens minds the unperellable example of the Lord peſiu Chriſt, who 
went downs into the (hambers.of death, from thence to bring up with 
him 4 loſt world: and 3. of being a lineament of the face of Divine 
goodneſſe, in the doing good to ſo , as well Enemies, as Friends : 
and 4. deſerving that place at the table of honour, Which the Roman 
Orator ſaith, all N ations beſtowed on the Aſſertor of their ¶ onntries 
liberties even next to the immortall Gods themſelves: and 5.0f imi- 
tating the method of the Warfare of Heaven, and ſecking to reconcile 
a Nation to themſelves by not imputing their —— eſſe. 
The largneſſe and exorbitancy of theſe expreſſions I was my ſelfe 
ſo amaz'd at, chat I cannot but mention them to you(by the way) 
as matters of horrour, which like the Peoples acclamation to 
Herod, or the Lycaonians to Paul and Barnabas, if they beget not 
in you a juſt indignation with the latter, may very probably bring 
the juſt fate of the former upon you, to be eaten wp with Wormer, 
( x you have been thus deified) now, that you have no other 
viſible Enemy but your ſelves, and ſuch Flatterers, (that I ſay no 
worſe ) to appeare againſt you, having craved your pardon for 
this not unſeaſonable excurſion, I return now to the view of that 
Scripture, produced from Saint Peter, to prove Kings to be a 
creation Or creature of men, and ſo their power to be derived 
from the People. To which I Anſwer, 1. that there is a ſignall 
character in that very Text, that keeps it from concluding the 
ſupreme power to be originally in the People, not only by calling the 
King in the end of that Verſe, Sapreme; ſuch as in Saint Pauli 
divinity, Rom. 13. are affirmed to be ordained ef God, and ſo no 
humane Ordinance, but alſo by diſtinguiſhing the Governoxrs,v. 14. 
from the King or Supreme, v. 13. by this hat the Governours are 
ſent by Ci. e. have Commiſſion from) the Xing, which might in 
like manner be alſo affirmed of the King, chat He were ſent by 
the People, if He were the Creature, or creation of them, but is 
not ſo much as intimated by that Apoſtle ; but on the contrary, 
ſupremacy affixt to Him, and /ubjettion commanded to be paid 
Him (not for the Peoples, but for the. Lords ſake) as —

meaning is, that the Gentiles as well as ewes did thus, as might 
be evidenced at large. Agreeable to this notion of the Whole crea- 
nian, or every creature, is this ſame phraſe (with the addition of 
lumaue, to take off all teſtraint, and to extend it as far as all man- 
kind) to be underſtood, and fo the meaning of the precept of 
Saint Peter to his Few-Chrifftiaxs is clearly this and no more, that 
they muſt be obediext not onely to Chriſtian Magiſtrates, but to 
Gentiles, Heathen alſo, (ſuch as they ſhould fall under in all their 

|; ite. to all whatſoever they were, and that for 1he Lords 
ſake who conſticuted'thoſe Heathens alſo, as Saint aul faith, IF 
to this it ſhall be objected, that by this way of interpreting, the

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men being through fin it regular, and ſo needing Rules aud 
—— 2 — —ͤ1 ,that 
God ſhoald, and is moſt certaine that he did deligne and appoine 
Government (as appears by what is ſaid by God to the firlt Wo- 
man, and ſccond Man, to Eve, Gen. 3. 16. and to Can, Gm. 7.) 
and ſo gave not all men chat freedome which is the ſuppoſod 
foundation of that doctrine, which places ſupreme power in the 
People. And of any rational! perſon chat yet thinls he did give 

this freedome to all mankind; I ſhould but aske this one 
ſtion, Whether ever any man were by God or nature invelied 
with power of bis owne life; I meane, with power to take away 
his owne life, or to kill himſelfe ? In every thing elſe man may 
be believed to have a power over himſelfe, over his body, to cut or 
hnceit, when that is for his turne, and particularly over that 
freedome which naturally belongs to him; whatever the degree 
of that be, a man may by act of his owne will, part with it irre- 
verſibly. Thus might the Few nder Gods owne government, 
give himſelf up wholly into the power of his faſter, and by ha- 
ving his ere bered thorough, become from a Free-, « Sleve 
ever, and generally thorow the whole world the courſe hath 
the ame, that he which is moſt free hath over his 
owne liberty { to divelt himſelf of it, as that it ſhall never re- 
vert to him againe ; and our Seviewr that is thought to have 
brought liberty into the world, doth yet. — /nkmag 
of his precepts, given to Chriſtians by hi and his Apoltles, 
macke out this condition of /abjrifiaw. to them, as that under 
which they were generally to live, and from which the ( i 
profeſſion ſhould be ſo farre from freeing them, that the ſtrict

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to the ſirt Commandement, as the killing of an orher wan, He- 


ving proceeded thus farre, I ſhall now take that for granted, 
which, that I know of, is denied by none, I am ſure, which is not 
denied in the publiſht ſcheme of the deſigned Repreſentative, 
viz. that the ſupreme power includes the power of life, ( I meane 
not ſuch an arbitrary power of killing whom they pleaſe wirhout 
ſinne, but a power of putting capitall MalefaRors to death, and 
ſo a power over every (call it Subjects or Free- mans) liſe in caſe of 
capitall crime) And the granting of this (as tis too viſible that it 
is by you a granted truth) being added to the former, doth to me 
irrefragably conclude, that the ſupreme power neither is, nor can 
be in the community of the People, or in their Repreſentative, by 
force meerly of their original or natural liberty; The inference 
is cleare, becauſe the power of life which is part of the Supremacy, 
is not part of that natwall liberty, and therefore is neither inhe- 
rent naturally in that community of men, (which is but, in other 
words, ſo many patticular men together, indow'd with that 
power (and no more) which every man hath ſcng/y over himſelf ) 
nor conſequently by chem communicable to any Repreſentative. 
And by this alſo it appeares, that ſupreme Magiſtracy, wheteſo- 
ever dis truly placed, is the ordinance, and creation of God, (who 
alone hath power of all mens live:) and not of may, who hath no 
power of his we, much leſſe of any others life, any farther then 

e is a Repreſentative, or Proxy, or Deputy of Cod, who hath that 
Power, not of the People, who have it not. For it is poſſible I may 
put you in mind of an evident truth, which perhaps you have not 
taken notice of; That, as the original of Government in any particu- 
lar place cannot be imagined to be by any more than two waies, 
Either Gods deſognment, or thq Peoples ald; ſo in either of thoſe 
two caſes tis God onely, and not the Vepie, that gives the pawer 
of che Sword, or power of Life to the Gevernons ; when God hi- 
ſelfe ſets 2 King over men, dis ſo cleate that be thus impowers 
that King, that that need not be proved; and when the commu- 
nity of a People (ſuppoſe in the Original, ten men in the freedome 
of natare) chuſe one of themſelves, or more to rule aver them; 
Tis cleare, they doe not inveſt him with more power than them- 
ſelves had;& that he that was thus choſen hy them, hath the power 
of life over any of them (which they fingle, or all together in che 


community 
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rommpsic tad not) muſi'nceds come from ſome other, and nat 
from them; and if you will know from whom it comes, I an- 
ſwer, that it comes from Gods appointment (for the cxconomy of 
the world) that the ſupreme Magiſtrate (hall as his Deputy have 
this power from God communicated to him, as an endowment ne- 
ceſſury to that power which.is deſign d to protect, apd-governe o- 
thers. And in caſe it were the act of the People, and not of God 
immediately, that deſignes or nomunaterthe Perſon to that Of- 
fice, yet doth not this nomination beſtow this power, but 5d who 
alone hath that power, beſtowes it on him ho js thus non. 
ted. In this caſe all that che People beſtow, ot part with by their 
act is their one liberty, ot that part of it of which they volunta- 
rily diveſt themſelves, that they may by obedience empower him, 
whom they have ſer over them; & that they may reaſonably part 
with for that greater benefit —— from him, which, while 
he is obeyed by all, he may by their united pbedience. ro his com- 
mands be able to afford them, and could not probably without 
it; now this giving up their liberties to one, or more, makes that 
man, or men a Ruler over them; and beinga Ruler, to him be. 
Jongs ( derived from God, not from them) that power of life, and 
death, which Gods forementioned decree bath enſtated on the 
ar eme power, or Ruler; who is therefore in that relation (of 
A fer-wrath, or puniſhment ) ſtiled by the «Apoſtle, the 
Miner of God, Rom, 13. and not of the People: By this it ap- 

-peares that (for the originall of power) the utmoſt that comes 
from the People;is that of which they haye the power, till by ſome 
act of Gods, ox their-owne;they have parted with it, the liberty 
or power of their Perſons (ot in ſome ſort and degree, as they 
ſhall part with it, of their bodies, or poſſeſſions in like manner) but 
not of their kves ; For that other is of an higher origination ; 
and therefore, ſuppoſing the power they had parted with, ſhouid. 
upon any ,' revert to them againe, yet the power of life 
aud death, or of the Sword can never revert, |becaulc it never pro- 
ceeded from them, but as the /owle that came from God doth at 
the falling of the body back to its elements, or earth, from which 
it was firſt taken, return to the hands of God that gave it, ſo the 
pelver of life, the prerogwive ficſt, and then the gifs or inveſti 
of Ged, mult at the dilſolution 4 any Government, and the 2 
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* reoenting td its principles aguine, returne to its proper 
to God, and none but him. And to imagine it to di- 
volre to the © commuvity of the people, is the {ame unreaſonable, 
as to — the — ſoxle, chat one beame of

and if this preſident might be admitted, that a few perſons, under 
the title of the Godly, may pretend to the right of the whole, tis 
very well worth foreleeing, how devgerous ſuch examples may 
prove to the peace of Poſterity. 2. All the evidence of their 
godlineſſe that we can perceive, is only their deſiring liberty for 
themſelves and others, and therefore 7»ftice on thoſe who ſtand 
in their way to that /ibeyty ; and I conceive it demonſtrable that 
a quiet ſubmiſſion and obedience, and à deſire not to calt off their 
duty, but ſtill to continue under it, rather then to be their own 
carvers, or contrivers of liberiy, is a farre furer ſigne of true god- 
lineſſe. And thirdly, there hath yet been no fair indifferent 
meanes uſed to know whether there be not farre greater numbers 
of ſuch godly meek men, who would rather deſire that the K 1 
ſhould be reſtored to His Government, then that any courſe 
ſhouſd be taken by any, Withowr, or againſt the Kr 5. And the 
plain truth is, that if you will go on in the courſe you are in, and 
yet defire freely to appear, and be accounted the (on/ervers, and 
not Congueronys of the liberty of your Countty-men, if you will 
not impoſe upon the people, as you ſay Kings have done; No- 
thing can be more ſutable to thoſe pretences, then to declare moſt 
publickly, that it ſhall be free for every: man to ſ#bſcribe, ho 
ther he doth deſire this totall change by you tendred in the 
*dranght of your'Repreſextative,or the continuance of the preſent 
eſtabliſhed Government, (with in aſſurance of your ſubmiſſion 
thercunto.)

faying that they are not Godly, and that chemſcives are fo, can

And if fo, Let it then 
be confidered by all equall minded men, what a violation it is of 
thoſe Rights, which you pretend to vindicate, what an invaſion 
of the natwrall freedome of your Brethren (by you acknowledged, 
the inheritance of each man)to force them againſt their wil, with 
their very great incommodation and detriment, to revert to that 
liberty, which is by yon ſuppoſed to belong to all narxraly, but 
without — we —— have happily lived, unde the 
farre greater adv of Regall government. And yet ſo con- 
traty to this — you ws occeded, that when you 
have chus throwne us back into our firſt chaos againe, onely that 
you may reduce our liberty, you then immediately by your Re- 
freſentative fo bind us ap, that we ate not permicted upon what- 
ſoever denen, j any new forme, although

chat the change now deſigned will be ſoone repented of againe, is 
mly ſo farre from being an — that it is the rerren- 
hind one /iberty, and denying us that freedome, of which the 
bb . and the moſt covitized People have been equally 
takers, when ſubjection ſeemed bettet for their turnes. As 
ide the examples of the Servants in Exodus, which are there 
ſippoſled es to preferre their ſervitude to their Maſters 
before the priviledge of the Sahbaticke yeare, we ſind practiſed by 
the Tump, who voluntarily caſi rhemfetves at the feet, and 
fyrrendred themſelves into the power of the Nom, to purchaſe 
thereby that right of being proveFe{by them; & by many B 
rians in pn ſent Embaſſadrrs to Rome on purpoſe to pe- 
fition the favor of being receivd into the number of cheir /abjef?7. 
'' T have infiſted the upon this, in obedience to your owne 
invitation; which was alſo 2 IKE and exconragenent to 
make

make this whole addrefſe to you, and gives me aſſurance of your 
kind receþtion of it. 

The laſt principle to be review'd is this, That there having 
been much loud ſpilt in this Kingdome in the late Warres, there 
mult now be ſome ſacrifice offer'd to (594 i. e. ſome more bloud 
ſhed ) for the expiation of that ſinne of 6lowdgiltineſſe, before 
God can be pacified, or reconciledto the Lud. On which particu- 
lar, it will firſt be worth your ſerious enquiry, how it ſhould ap- 
peare that that great iſſue of bnd, let out in the late Warres 
(which hath with great reaſon been lookt on, as the ſharpeſt of 
Gods plagues, and the ſaddeſt part of pwni/owent of the former 
ſinnes of this Nation) is now the maine, and onely ſinne of the 
Land, with which God is not reconciled : Or 2. if it were ſuppo- 
ſed to be ſo, yet how it can be thought that a general Refornea- 
tion of that ſinne, an kwmiliation before God for it, through the 
whole Land, and a reſolution never to pull one drop more, were 
not a more (\riftias probable meanes to pacifie God, than the 
proceeding in cold bloud to the effuſion of more: The bloud of 
men being never thought a fic ſacrifice for any, but the evill Spi- 
rit ; and peaceable-mindednefſe, and charity, and the contrice heart 
being the ſpeciall,if not onely ſacrifices, which we find mention'd 
in the Goſpel. Or 3. how it can appeare that if God require any 
ſuch ſacrifice, you, or any but thoſe whom the knowne Lawes of 
the Land have placed in a Tribunall ( and that legally erected for 

ſuch cogni cancer) have any right to put your ſelves into the office 


of Gentile Prieſts, as the onely Perſons appointed to ſlay that ſa- 


crifice. Nay 4. it will be worth your obſerving, that Chrift diſ- 
claimed the office of a Judge, and thereby rend red very unfit for 
any of yon to put your ſelves unto that office by vertue of no o- 
ther title, but that of being his Diſciples. And laſtly, it is worth 
your ſaddeſt thought, Whether by your preſent Councel, and the 
neceſſity by you ſuppoſed of changing the former Government, it 
doe not now appeare, that the defence of the eftabliſbed Lawes 
was on the K1NnG's part the occaſion of His taking Armes, and 
on Tau parts, the deſigne of altering thoſe: Lewes, and intro- 
ducing others more ſutable to your inclinations. And if now by 
2 ciuill ot martial courſe, in an arbitrary way of triall, contrary 
to the Lawes eſtabliſhed, it ſhould be by you thought ſit to pro- 

— ney 
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ceed to lead againſt thoſe whom engagements have been for the 
defence of thoſe ejlabliſht Lawes : Let it be conſider'd, how im- 
politick this may be, and what matter of diſcou-agement to all that 
Thall be intruſted with the managery, or defence of future G- 
vernment : Which ſingle conſideration will, I hope, abate much 
of your deſigned /everftty. But if Gd ſhould p-rmit you to go on 
undiſturb d to the ſhedding of more blowd, as the Fewes did from 
other lower acts to the cracifhing their K ing: How poſſible were 
it, not onely that this ſhould prove the provoking of God to de- 
liver you up for ever to your owne hearts luſts, but be to the whole 
Nation a filing up the meaſure of our iniquities, and the forerunner 
of all the calamuies, that can befall a People. 

Having mert ond the weakneſſe, and falliblenefſe of theſe few 
principles, I (hall leave you to the farther conſideration pf the 
frailneſſe, and danger of thoſe ſuperſtructures, which (hall be e- 
rected on any, or all of theſe. And if there were never a Goa in 
the world to avenge them, yer the experience now before your 
eyes, how eaſie it is for principles taken up for mens preſent ad- 
vantages to prove within a while moſt diſadvautag cou, and per- 
nicious to them (as the weapons of a di/armed man turn'd into his 
owne breaſt) may infuſe into you that fee and temper, that cas. 
tion, and moderation, and timely wiſdowe, which the Authour of 
this Addreſſe may be otherwiſe too unskilful to iwwpreſſe on you: 
Who yet, if he penny way be uſefull to you, doth profeſſe to 
be ready to contribute his utmoſt endeavour to your ſervice, if it 
be but thereby to demonſtrate to you, how juſt it is for him (and 
what a duty, and o+1;gation of charity toward you) to intercede 
daily at the throne of grace, that Cad would welifie your hearts 
toward the KI N O, and all His con/ciextions faithful Subjects, or 
elſe interpoſe his hand, to reſcue His Royall Perſon out of your 
power ; belicving confidently, that,if God have any remainders of 
wercy for this Kingdeme, or the true Proteſtant profeſſion in it, he 
will in his good time heare and anſwer this prayer of all true 
Engl;/omen,and among them of
